The amendment wil] 
provide for the appointment by the Governorofa 
Board of Pardons, to which board all applications 
for clemency must be submitted. be Governor is 
to be precluded from granting any 
pardon except on the recommendation of 
the board, but is, on the other hand, to be at liberty 
to refuse to grant one on their recommendation if 
the case is, in his gpinion, not meritorious. The 
resolution will probably be submitted to-morrow or 
on Saturday. In this connection it may be stated 
that some of the friends of Mr. Bain, whose loyalty 
excels their judgment, are making a strong pull on 
the Governor to induce him to appoint the young St 
Louisan Inspector-General. If he were nota Re- 
publican the case might not beso hopeless, but Gov- 
ernor Marmaduke has found no dearth of 
material thus far in his own party for all the offices 
in his gift. It is merely a coincidence and nota 
significant fact that Mr. Bain has withdrawn from 
the Republican caucus here, and bas cast his lot 
with his Democratic friends. 

IT IS EXPLAINED 
that inthe Republican caucus Messrs. Harrington 
and Grantly forged tothe front at the very first 
meeting, and manifested not only a disposition, but 
a capacity to run things their own way ignoring the 
young Republican from St. Louis, who had some 
reason that he would havea word or two to say 
about steering things.

A COLLIERY HORROR.

Forty-Eight Men Killed by a Coal 
Mine Explosion in France.

A Revolutionary Movement at Lyons, 
France—The Prussian Landtag—Anti- 
Jewish Riot in Russia—The Warminster 
Dynamite Explosion—European Echoes.

Paris, January 15.—A terrible colliery explosion 
occurred to-day in the great coal mine at Lievin, in 
Pas le Calais, France. At the time of the calamity 
there were, fortunately, baut forty-eight men in the 
mine. Allof these were entombed. Twenty-eight 
dead bodies have so far been brought up from the 
mine. Itis believed that none of the men in the 
colliery escaped instant death. The cause of the 
explosion is unknown. 

Later intelligence concerning the mine disaster at 
Lievin states that an explosion of the fire damp 
caused 800 metres of the galleries to fall. The 
twenty-eight men who were killed mainly lost their 
lives by the debris falling on them. 

AN ANARCHIST PLOT. 

Lonpown, January 15.—A dispatch from Paris to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company says: An an- 
archist plot has been discovered at Lyons. The 
plot contempiated the seizure by night of the arms 
belonging to the Rifle Society, and the immediate 
proclamation of a revolution.” 

FRANCE AND ENGLAND'S PROPOSALS. 

Paris, January 15.—The reply of France to the 
proposals regarding the Egyptian finances sub- 
mitted to the Powers by England, will be presented 
to Earl Granville to-day. The Ambassadors of 
Germany, Austria and Russia have been instructed 
to present analogous replies. 

The British foreign office to-day made public the 
texts of both the English and French proposals for 
the settlement of the Egyptian financial question. 
The comparative proposals show they were cof- 
rectly anticipated by the Paris Temps, which, on 
the leth inst., published what the editor 
averred were the official texts, with but a single 
exception. The Temps was entirely accurate re- 
specting the French proposals, but those of England 
contain an additional clause. This provides for the 
payment by Engiand of an indemnity for the occu- 
pation of Alexandria of £4,500,000, the sun to be 
paid in preference bonds, bearing 5 per cent. ine 
terest; the bonds to be issued at £100 for every 
£110 of nominal va‘ue. 


Central America. 
A GREAT CIVIL wax IMMINENT. 

Panama, January 15.— The most alarming condi- 
tion of affairs prevails throughout the republic. A 
general conflict is imminent. Civil war is under 
way in Cundanamarca, Boyaca, Santandor and 
Magdalena and seems about to break out in the im- 
portant State of Cauca. Here in Panama more 
trouble may occur, but there may be little blood- 
shed. Heavy fighting has already taken place in 
the interior. The Radical party has joined a frac- 
tion of the Conservatives. They are endeavoring to 
turn out the Liberal governments in the different 
States which are the strongest supporters of the 
the government of President Nunez. Then, if suc- 
cessful, they will unite the States they hold in the 
effort to overthrow the general Government. Se- 
vere skirmishes occurred in Santandor and Boyaca, 
and the cable this morning says a battle has taken 
place at Tunja, in Boyaca, in which, the Federal 
forces were defeated. Commander-in-Chief Gen. 
Montefar and another General were killed. 

A BIG EMERALD. 

In the celebrated Muzo emerald mines situated at 
Boyaca, in this republic, an emerald has been 
found, weighing in the rough over one pound. It is 
the largest ever discovered.

THE EGYPTIAN DEBT. 

Loxpox, January 15.—The Berlin correspondent 
of the Pall Mall Gazette says: “Germany has re- 
jected the proposals regarding the Egyptian 
finances recently submitted to the powers by En- 
gland. and has accepted counter proposals submit- 
ted by France.

A Resolution to be Introduced Providing 
for a Board of Pardons—Jefferson City 
Gossip—Bain Secedes From the Republie- 
an Caucus.

Jurrerson Ciry, Mo., January 15.—The large 
amount of talk about pardons which the last few 
days of Governor Crittenden’s administration de- 
veloped has resulted in a movement which makes 
a radical change in the entire pardon system. Mr. 
Robert Bain, with a couple of fellow-members, is 
engaged in the preparation of a concurrent resolu- 
tion providing for the submission of a constitutional 
amendment on the subject. Tbe amendment wil) 
provide for the appointment by the Governorof a 
Board of Pardons, to which board all applications 
for clemency must be submitted. The Governor is 
to be precluded from granting any 
pardon excerpt on the recommendation of 
the board, but is, on the other hand, to be at liberty 
to refuse to grant one on their recommendation if 
the case is, in his gpinion, not meritorious. The 
resolution will probably be submitted to-morrow or 
on Saturday. In this connection it may be stated 
that some of the friends of Mr. Bain, whose loyalty 
excels their judgment, are making a strong pull on 
the Governor to induce him to appoint the young St 
Louisan Inspector-General. If he were nota Re- 
publican the case might not be so hopeless, but Gov- 
ernor Marmaduke has found no dearth of 
material thus far in his own party tor all the offices 
in his gift. It is merely a coincidence and nota 
significant fact that Mr. Bain has withdrawn from 
the Republican caucus here, and has cast his lot 
with his Democratic friends. 

IT IS EXPLAINED 

that inthe Republican caucus Messrs. Harrington 
and Grantly forged tothe front at the very first 
meeting, and manifested not only a disposition, but 
a capacity to run things their own way ignoring the 
young Republican from St. Louis, who had some 
reason that he would havea word or two to say 
about steering things.

A COLLIERY HORROR. 


Forty-Eight Men Killed by a Coal 
Mine Explosion in France.

A Revolutionary Movement at Lyons, 
France—The Prussian Landtag—Anti- 
Jewish Riot in Russia—The Warminster 
Dynamite Explosion—European Echoes. 


Panis, January 15.—A terrible colliery explosion 
occurred to-day in the great coal mine at Lievin, in 
Pas le Calais, France. At the time of the calamity 
there were, fortunately, baut forty-eight men in the 
mine. Allof these were entombed. Twenty-eight 
dead bodies have so far been bronght up from the 
mine. Itis believed that none of the men in the 
colliery escaped instant death, The cause of the 
explosion is unknown. | 

Later intelligence concerning the mine disaster at 
Lievin states that an explosion of the fire damp 
caused 800 metres of the galleries to fall. The 
twenty-eight men who were killed mainly lost thetv 
lives by the debris falling on them. 

AN ANARCHIST PLOT. 

Lonpon, January 15.—A dispatch from Paris to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company says: “An an- 
archist plot has been discovered at Lyons. The 
plot contemplated the seizure by night of the arms 
belonging to the Rifle Society, and the immediate 
proclamation of a revolution.” 

FRANCE AND ENGLAND'S PROPOSALS. 

Paris, January 15.—The reply of France to the 
proposals regarding the Egyptian finances sub- 
mitted to the Powers by England, will be presented 
to Karl Granville to-day. The Ambassadors of 
Germany, Austria and Russia have been instructed 
to present analogous replies. 

The British foreign office to-day made public the 
texts of both the English and French proposals for 
the settlement of the Egyptian financial question.

A GREAT CIVIL wax IMMINENT. 

Panama, January 15.— The most alarming condi- 
tion of affairs prevails throughout the republic.

DOUBLE HEADERS. 


The Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Freightmen’s Strike. 

Cuicaco, III., January 15.—The embargo put 
upon the freight traffic of tbe Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago Railroad by reason of the 
strike of the freight brakemen and conductors, 
is a serious one here.

In the McCoy case the State Boardof Health 
announced that they had refused a license to 
practice to a competent and well educated phy- 
sician because he had violated the rules of the 
Board. This gives us to understand that the 
right of a physician to practice his profession 
in Missouri exists only through the permission 
of seven other physicians Who have absolute 
power to make any rules they please and in- 
flict any penalties they please for violation of 
their rules. 


THERE was no gas case pending in Congress 
in which our BRoaDHEAD could distinguish 
himself, but we are told that he made the 
greatest effort of his life in behalf of the bill to 
pay about twelve million dollars on a claim 
that was originally only three millions. While 
it was so pitifully small, contemporary Con- 
gresses rejected it with contempt. But when 
it was quadrupled, great lawyers could take an 
interest in reversing the action of forty Con- 
gresses on the subject.

THE ANARCHISTS. 

‘The assassination of Police Commissioner 
RvumpFr, in Frankfort-on-the-Main, has created 
a sensation in Germany which will be felt all 
over Europe. Its close connection with the 
conviction and sentence of the Niederwald con- 
spirators dnd the discoveries made during their 
trial have lent an appalling significance to the 
sporadic outrages which for some years past 
have disturbed the serenity of rulers. 

The irrepressible Nihilism which baffles the 
power of the Russian autocrat is evidently 
spreading through the sister empires of 
Europe, and the fanatic desperation of its 
votaries warns the student of Continental 
history that they ars but the stormy 
petrels of another revolutionary period. 
Itis no longer a state secret that they are 
members of an international organization 
rendered most formidable by the revolutionary 
materia] found all over Europe in vast masses 
of suffering and discontented people, too well 
educated to be content with the shams and 
burdens borne so patiently by their ignorant 
ancestors. Despotic measures of repression 
seem only to increase the discontent, the pop- 
ular spirit of resistance and the number of men 
willing to sacrifice miserable lives in the most 
desperate and crazy schemes against the powers 
that be. 

It is fatuous to assume that the enlightened 
people of modern Europe, with the examples 
of France and the United States before their 
eyes, can be forever governed by the political 
superstitions of bygone generations, or that 
the force of authority or mere prescription 
can keep the multitude submissive to the class 
rule of amilitary organization of society main- 
tained for the benefit of the few and the op- 
pression of the many. The allied sovereigns 
heaped mountains of debt and suffering on 
their subjects of a former generation, to shield 
their loyalty from the contagious example of 
the first French Republic. After the Bourbon 
dynasty had been restored in France by the 
combined efforts of other European dynasties, 
the thrones ceased to tremble until the Repub- 
lican outbreak of 1830 in France renewed the 
danger, which diplomacy and outside influence 
finally caged up in the Louis PuILipPs com- 


promise. The betrayal of the Second 
Republic by Lovurs NAPpoLeon convert- 
ed another European’ revolution into 


a fizzle, and the great BISMARCK may live 
to find that he made a great mistake in crush- 
ing the Second Empire in France. 

The Imperial Treibund is the point of attack 
against which all the revolutionary forces and 
tendencies of Europe are now operating. Their 
bombs are no longer hurled ata French Emper- 
or. France has been conceded to them, and 
the three Empires are to-day the seat of as 
daring, dangerous and wide-spread conspira- 
ciesas preceded the outbreaks of 1848. We 
are told that it means anarchy, but doubtless 
ithasno popular basis but a reasonable de- 
mand for political reconstruction in accordance 
with the spirit of the age. 


CTOPIAN MEDICOS. 
The State Board of Health proposes to take 
charge of all medical businessin the State of 
Missouri, and, as a first installment of its 
beneficent despotism, it announces that it will 
allow no physician to practice his profession if 
he advertises to cure diseases that he does not 
cure. 
This is a remarkable extension of the func- 
tions of legislation. At first glance evil 
minded persons might argue that selfish mo- 
tives were at the bottom ofan attempt to get 
the practice of medicine in the hands of a lit- 
tle clique. But the liberality and friendly 
spirit invariably shown by those who call 
themselves “regular practitioners” toward 
their brother medicos of other schools forbid 
any such supposition. This remarkable inva- 
sion of the customary liberties of the citizen is 
based only on high regard for the public wel- 
fare, and is universal in its application. It 
will probably be’extended to all professions, 
and will become a feature of widespread 
benefit. 
For instance a great many clergymen have 
from time immemorial claimed the preroga- 
tive of awarding salvation and damnation 
without legislative restraint. This is all 
wrong, and the coercive restraint of the State 
Board of Health should be applied to them. 
Hereafter no clergyman should be allowed to 
preach in this way unless he can bring a prop- 
erly attested certificate from St. Peter that Lis 
orders of admission are valid, and also the cer- 
tificate of His Satanic Majesty that he is at 
all times ready to honor the clergy man’s roqui- 
sitions on his resources. 

The public interests imperatively demand 
that every lawyer who takes a case and loses it 
shall be disbarred. The mind is lost in con- 
templation of the benefits that would immedi- 
ately flow from this improvement. 

In the department of politics unworthy prac- 
titioners are constantly promising cures that 
they have no idea of performing. We shal 
expect to see the Board of Health weeding out 
these irregular practitioners. We should be 
much better governed if the law would declare 
any statesman ineligible for office who should 
promise during the campaign more than he 
could perform during the session. 

In fact the ultimate idea suggested by the 
new departure of the State Board of Health is 
that we should forthwith turn the whole Gov- 
ernment of the State over to them without res- 
triction or limitation, and leave to the citizer 
no rights except those which this wonderful 
Board may think proper for him to -exercise. 
What with Prohibitionism, sabbatarianism and 
other isms we are rapidly learning the new 


doctrine that no citizen has any rights that any 


we are to renounce all doctrine of personal 

liberty and repudiate all rights of the people, 

a government by a State Board of Health 

is as good a form of despotism as any other.

Ohio the Wickedest State in the Union.

Statistics of the murders committed in this coun- 
try during the year 1884 show that Ohio leads with 
189, Texas following with 184, and Rhode Island and 
Delaware having each 11, the smallest number. In 
the prohibition States of Kansas, Iowa and Maine 
the number of murders were 78, 58, and 16, respect- 
ively. Besides Ohio and Texas, the States having 
more than one hundred murders were Kentucky, 
178; Missouri, 146; Tennessee, 187; Georgia, 180; 
New York, 125; Pennsylvania, 120; y n, 109; 
and Virginia, 102. Of the populous States Illinois 
makes, by all odds, the best showing, having only 
63 murders in the year, one-half less than the num- 
ber in several States with populations one-third less 
than ours, 

As compared with 1888 the murders in this coun- 
try have morethan doubled, the number in 1884 
| being 8,877. Of these 315 were Mysterious and re- 
main so. Forty-eight children Were killed by 
their parents, 8&3 wives by their husbands, and 12 
husbands by their wives. Only 108 legal executions 
for murder occurred, though 219 lynchings were 
reported.

When the Ferguson accommodation on the Wa- 
bash Road reached Ewing avenue the conductor 
leaned from the platform and called to Officer 
Kidney.

HUNTINGTON'S VOWS. 


Bishep Lee and Assistant Bishop Potter 
Engaged in an Interesting Controversy. 
New Lokk, January 15.— Tue ceremony of ad- 
mission of Mr. Huntington by Assistant Bishop 
Potter to the Order of the Holy Cross, 
which made such a stir among the Episcopal 
cieryy and laity several weeks ago, acquires fresh 
interest from the publication of the correspondence 
on the subject between Bishop Alfred Lee of Wil- 
mington, Del., and Dr. Potter. The correspondence 
is given out by Assistant Bishop Potter for publica- 
tion in next Saturday's issue of the Churchman, ac- 
companied by a prefatory note in which be avows 
bis willingness to submit his action to the judgment 
of his tatbers and brethren in the Episcopate. 
Bishop Lee writes “with the utmost respect and 
affection, but with plainness and candor," of the 
astonishment and distress occasioned by Bishop 
Potter's unexampled act, after requiring of him 
(Mr. Huntington) well-known Romish monastic 
vows. In regard to the ceremony and its 
bad influence on the church at large, Bishop Lee 
writes: In that service not only the whole monas- 
tic system is sanctioned by you, in your official 
character, but it is attributed to divite inspiration, 
the solemn language of our ordinal being adopted. 
This system is no untried experiment, It had been 
on trial hundreds of years and, with whatever of 
sincerity and zeal it started under, different torms,

The National Board of Trade is an organization 
of all the commercial exchanges in the country, 
with the notable exception of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change of this city, formed for the 
purpose of obtaining harmonious and united action 
upon all matters of a mercantile nature, and to 
push and recommend legislation of a commercial | 
character in the National Congress, and the latter 
body isin frequent consultation with, and often 
acts upon the advice of the board's committees.

1 a good deal of talk about the bill.“ 
said one of the Senators to-day, “but the only cases 
which I have heard cited as constituting a ground 
for reducing the jurisdiction of grand ju- 
ries come from St. Louis.
